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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1 and 14 are amended and claim 27 is canceled in the amendment filed 
on 07/21/2005. Claims 1-26 are pending in this application. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 and 14 have been considered but 
are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 
35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

MPEP2106 IV. B.2. (b) 

3. A claim that requires one or more acts to be performed defines a process. 
However, not all processes are statutory under 35 U.S.C. 101. Schrader, 22 F.3d at 
296, 30 USPQ2d at 1460. To be statutory, a claimed computer-related process must 
either: (A) result in a physical transformation outside the computer for which a practical 
application in the technological arts is either disclosed in the specification or would have 
been known to a skilled artisan, or (B) be limited to a practical application within the 
technological arts. 

Regarding claims 1-13 in view of the above cited MPEP section, are not statutory 
because they merely recite a number of computing steps without producing any tangible 
result and/or being limited to a practical application within the technological arts. All the 
recited steps of the method can be done by a person as a mental step or using pencil 
and paper. The use of a computer has not been indicated. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 

indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 

applicant regards as the invention. In claim 1 recites "that" in line 2, "that" in line 5, 

"this" in line 6, claim 2 recites "which" in line 3. claim 14 recites "that" in line 6 and "this" 

in line 7. Pronouns are not permitted only what being referred by "that, this" must be set 

forth in the claim invention. Applicants are advised to amend the claim to solve 112 

rejection as set forth in the rejection. 

Claims 2 and 4-13 are depended on claims 1 and 3; therefore, they are rejected 
under the same reason as to claims 1 and 3. 

Claims 15-26 are depended on claim 14; therefore, they are rejected under the 
same reason as to claim 14. 

Claims 1 recites the limitation "to the processed" in line 5, "the target file" in line 
6, "the next file system resource" in line 8 and 1 1 , "the previous file system resource" in 
line 9, "the initial file system resource" in line 13 and "the full path" in line 13. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claims 2-13 are depended on claim 1; therefore, they are rejected under the 
same reason as to claim 1 . 
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Claims 14 recites the limitation "the processes" in line 7, "the target" in 8, "the 
next file system resource" in line 9 and 12, "the previous file system resource" in line 10 
"the initial file system resource" in line 14 and "full path" in line 14. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claims 14-26 are depended on claim 14; therefore, they are rejected under the 
same reason as to claim 14.
